The  first  summer  after  we  shipped  them,  they  make  a big- 
strong  bush  with  approximately  ten  flowering  spikes  and  flowers  as  large  as  half 
dollars.  Why?  Because  we  put  the  pep  into  them  by  our  transplanting  process. 
Two  year  old  Phlox  grown  on  the  same  land  for  two  years  do  not  have  this  vigor 
or  pep,  it  has  been  taken  out.  They  transplant  bad,  because  they  have  made  hard 
pinroots,  just  like  wires  which  take  very  difficult  and  especially  the  first  summer 
make  a poor  showing.
